Every farmer is urged to furnish 


to the. assessor as accurate and care- 
ful information as he can of the num- 
ber of acres of each crop he has 
planted, or intends to plant, as well 
as the .number of live stock. 


Much.of the corn, potatoes, beans 


and other late planted crops will not 
be in the ground when the assessor 
visits the farm, but the owner will 
know very nearly how many acr-is 
he intends to plant.

A K0§ HUNTING 


• Great excitement prevailed at the 
South Side on Saturday when one of 
tliq. residents of that usually quiet 
neighborhood took it into his head to 
shoot things up in. that locality. The 
offender against the peace and dig- 
nity of the state of Wisconsin was 
Emil Kuhn, whom it seems, had been 
indulging in alcoholic drinks -to a 
considerable extent, after which he 
had gone to his home. Here he se- 
cured a shotgun and taking the wea- 
pon out-of-doors he fired the gun, 
which aroused the" neighborrood to a 
considerable extent. 


A policeman was immediately tele- 


phoned for and Officer Payne went to 
Hie scene of hostilities at once. . He 
found Mr. Kuhn occupying a strate- 
getic position in the back yard with a 
Winchester shotgun in 
his 
hands 


which he was pointing in different 
directions. When the officer left this 
cyty for the battlefield he was accom- 
panied by Dr. Frank Kickbush, who 
had volunteered to take part in the 
skirmish, so when Mr. Payne noted 
the position of the enemy, he thought 
it best to hold a council of war, and 
looked around for 
his 
assistant, 


whom he expected to find at his heels. 
His surprise can be imagined when 
he found that he was all alone, his 
lieutenant having completely disap- 
peared. 
It looked very much ras if 


the officer-would have to play a lone 
hand, so he brought up his gatJing 
gun from the rear and called upon 
the offender to lay down his arms 
and surrender. 


The order was not complied with 


at once, so the officer fired^a blank 
over the head of the belligerent, and 
he lay down his arms. Then he was 
told to advance and surrender, but 
this did not seem to strike him with 
any great favor, and after some par- 
ley and walking around he again 
made a rush for the gun and grabbed 
it up'and pointing it at the officer at- 
tempted to work the mechanism and 
fire the weapon, but, the' gun failed 
to explode and there was a thunder- 
ous roar as the officer fired another 
shot into the air for the purpose of 
intimidating the enemy. 
It seems that about this time Kuhn 


began to realize that he was not ac- 
complishing a great deal, and

made ifor the house and soon ap- 
peared without his gun and carrying 
one of the children.

this city and placed in jail. Later he 
was taken before a justice and fined, 
and "upon his promising to do the 
right thing the sentence was sus- 
pended and he was given a chance to 
go home and go to work again.

Under a new law, all town and vil- 
lage assessors are required to report 
direct to Madison acreage planted to 
various crops, and number of live 
stock.

poses of taxation, but for the Wis- 
consin department of agriculture and 
the state and national councils of de- 
fense. 
Every farmer is urged to furnish 
to the assessor as accurate and care- 
ful information as he can of the num- 
ber of acres of each crop he has 
planted, or intends to plant, as well 
as the number of live stock. 


Much of the corn, potatoes, beans 


and other late planted crops will not 
be in the ground when the assessor 
visits the farm, but the owner will 
know very nearly how many ucr^s 
he intends to plant.

When the officer left this 
city for the battlefield he was accom- 
panied by Dr. Frank KIckbush, who 
had volunteered to take part in the 
skirmish, so when Mr. Payne noted 
the position of the enemy, he thought 
it best to hold a council of war, and 
looked around for 
his 
assistant, 


whom he expected to find at his heels.

Their Marching Songs Are Wild and 


Melaacholy, but the Soldiers 


Are Cheerful. 


Nowadays there are soldiers every- 


where In'Petrograd—big blond boys 
In long tun overcoats with flap cnps 
slapped rakishly over one ear. 
They 


drill in dozens of squares, ou the cob- 
ble-stoned space below the dome of 
St Isaac's, which suggests St. Peters 
and Rome, and march the streets day 
and night, singing their tremendous 
Russian songs, writes% Arthur Ruhl in 
Collier's Weekly.

Three of four files'start the.air, af- 


ter a measure or two the nest section 
comes in and so on down the street un- 
til presently the whole column Is 
booming a sort of "round." The song, 
wild and melancholy with tremendous 
basses, goes down the street In a series 
of waves, and as one descends in front 
oC you another is flung to the house- 
top'a little way down the block. 


They march slowly, with'a curious 


rolling of'the shoulders and swinging 
of their long tan overcoats.

It was only, 
comparatively recently, in fact that; 
England has felt the necessity of curb-; 
Ing the appetite of Its people. 


The other day King George issued aj 


proclamation urging the English to getj 
along with three-quarters of the food, 
that they were using at that time. It 
has been figured in England that about 
one-fifth is waste, and so If the peo- 
ple while cutting down one-quarter, 
could save one-fifth,-they could go on- 
eating almost as much as they have; 
been eating In the past. 


In France, even under present con- 


ditions, the people probably are as, 
well off as they are, in England, for, 
the simple reason 'that the French; 
never waste anything. 
The French 


cook will take what is left from an.. 
English dinner table and make three 
solid meals out of it for as many din- , 
ers'as sat at the first table. Moreover, 
the food will be so transformed bfy;

That Canada Is at war Is now more 


fully appreciated on this side of tho 
boundary line, now that the United 
States has Stepped alongside its north- 
ern neighbor and linked hands In the 
great struggle for a freer democracy 
throughout the civilized world. As a 
result of this a greater Interest than 
ever Is seen in, tho mutual effort to 
develop both tho United States and; 
Canada. 
Recently, just before the 


time that the United States declared 
Its Intention to enter the contest and 
contribute of its resources to tho de- 
feat of the autocracy, whoso design 
was to permeate iho world, Western 
Canada made an appeal for farm labor 
to till the fields and prepare the soil 
for tho crops of grain that were nec- 
essary to feed 1be lighting forces and 
keep up the requirements necessary 
for tho Allies. Tbo responses were so 
great that before half the time limit 
expired, over six thousand laborers 
were secured. This wns not sulllclent, 
but once the Unllcd States was de- 
clared to be In u condition of war, nnd 
farm labor required here to meet any 
exigency as to short rations that might 
arise, tho siMer to the north, withdrew 
from atlemjils, which might mean a 
restriction of tho 1'urm labor supply 
in tbo Unllcd Slates. Rut even with 
this It Is thought Canada will now bo 
fairly well .supplied. 


Apart, however, from the farm labor 


proposition. It is gratifying from both 
a United Slates and Canadian point of 
view that tho Immigration of farmers 
to take up homestead lands and to pur- 
chase Improved nnd -unimproved land 
In Canada, has shown such u wonder- 
ful increase Jn tho past three months. 
The great struggle for Increasing the 
food supply lias a broader and greater 
significance than ever. The food must 
come into existence, whether the rich 
sollw of the United States or those of 
Canada be tho factor. 


Tt IK allogother probable that the no 


lion of the Canadian Government In 
taking the duty off wheat going into 
Canada, thus automatically lifting the 
duty off. that coming Into the United 
Slates, may not be responsible for an 
increased Immigration to Canada. Can- 
ada's reputation for growing larger av- 
erage jioids nnd n better quality of 
grain, and on lands, many of which nre 
free, us well as those that range from 
$15 to S'J5 nn acre, Is an appeal that 
Is being responded to by farmers who 
are now routing high-priced lands, Is 
another reason for expecting an in- 
creasing number of farmers from the 
United States, 


Mr. W. D. Scott, Superintendent of 


Immigration at Ottawa, Canada, re- 
cently gave out figures concerning Im- 
migration from ihe United States, 
which shows that the Increase In the 
pa«t three or four months wns CO per 
cent over tbo .same period last year, 
and Mr. Scott forecasts that during the 
calendar yc.ir- of 1317 there will be 
over one hundred per cent Increase 
and be much heavier than for many 
years past. 
Sir. Scott declares that 


already this spring more settlers' ef- 
fects 
hn\o 
entered 
Canada 
than 


crossed during the whole of last year, 
nnd (be movement has Just meicly 
started. 


The new settlers are coming from 


numerous states through thp ports of 
Emerson, North Portal and Coutts, as 
well as from Oregon and Washington, 
through Klngsgnte and Vancouver. 


There arrived In Saskatchewan dur- 


ing the year ending December 31,1910, 
n total of 8,180 persons as compared 
with 5,812 during the twelve months 
previous. 
At the same time nearly 


twice as many immigrants passed 
through the Immigration department 
at Edmonton, Alberta, in the last 
twelve months as for the same period 
of the year before. 


The number of settlers from Eastern 


Canada migrating to the west also In- 
creased. From January 1 to March 31, 
1017, the number of ears of stock that 
passed through the Winnipeg yards 
t\ is 750, as compared with 301 last 
j'Lftr. A fair estimate of the value of 
each car would bo about 52,000, which 
means that the west has secured addi- 
tional live stock to the value of ?150,- 
000 or more, during the first three 
months of 1017, not taking Into account 
that brought in by immigrants from !

This was not sufficient,, 
but once the United States was de- 
clared to be in-a condition of war, and 
farm labor required here to meet any 
. exigency as to short rations that might 
arise, the sister to the north, withdrew 
from attempts, which might mean a 
restriction of the farm labor supply 
in the' United States. But even with 
this It is thought Canada will now bo 
fairly .well supplied. 


Apart,' however, from the farm labor 


proposition, it is gratifying from both 
a United Suites and Canadian point of 
view that the immigration of farmers 
to take up homestead lands and to pur- 
chase Improved and unimproved land 
In Canada, has shown.such a wonder- 
'/ul incrcnse in the past three months. 
The great struggle for increasing the 
food supply has a broader and greater 
significance than ever. The food must 
come into existence, whether the rich 
soils of the United States or those of 
Canada be the factor. 


It is altogether probable that the ac- 


tion of the Canadian Government in 
taking the duty oft* wheat going into 
Canada, thus automatically lifting the 
duty off that coming into the United 
States, may not be responsible for an 
Increased Immigration to Canada. Can- 
ada's reputation for growing larger av- 
erage yields and a better quality of 
grain, and on lands, many of which are 
free, ns well as those that range from 
515 to ?35 an acre, is an appeal that 
Is being responded, to 'by farmers who 
are now renting high-priced lands, is 
another reason for expecting an in- 
creasing number of farmers from the 
United. States. 


Mr. W. D. Scott, Superintendent of 


Immigration at Ottawa, Canada, re- 
cently gave out figures concerning im- 
migration from the United' States, 
which shows that the Increase in the 
past throe or four months was 60 per 
cent over the same period last year, 
and Mr. Scott forecasts that during the 
calendar year- of 1917 there will be 
over one hundred per cent increase 
and be much heavier than for many 
years past 
Mr. Scott declares that 


already this spring more settlers' ef- 
fects 
have 
entered 
Canada .than 


crossed during the whole of last year, 
and the movement has just merely 
started. 


The new settlers are coming from 


numerous states through the ports of 
Emerson, North Portal -and Coutts, as 
well as from Oregon and Washington, 
througli KIngsgate and Vancouver. 


There arrived in Saskatchewan dur- 


ing the year ending December 31,1910, 
a total of 8,136 persons as compared 
with 5,812 during the twelve months 
previous. 
At the same time nearly 


twice as many immigrants passed 
through the Immigration department 
at Edmonton, Alberta, in the last 
twelve months as for the same period 
of the year before. 


The number of settlers from Eastern. 


Canada migrating to the west also In- 
creased. From January 1 to March 31, 
1917. the number of cars of stock that 
passed through the Winnipeg yards 
was 750, as compared with 361 last 
year. A fair estimate of the value of 
each car would be about $2,000. which 
means that the west has secured addi- 
tional live stock to the value of $150,- 
000 or more, during the first three 
months of 1917, not taking into account 
that brought in by immigrants from j 
the United States.—Advertisement.

Marines Have to Do With Ships, as 


the Name Indicates, but They 


Are Not Sailors. 


What is the marine corps nnd who 


are the marines? Evidently they have 
something to do with the sen, as the 
name shows, but they are not s:\Ilors 
and ore not connected with the navy. 
What, then, are the marines? 


The marines are sea soldiers, troops 


especially adapted to the requirements 
of maritime war. The corps dates from 
the establishment of the American 
navy. It is a wholly separate military 
body, though under the control of the 
navy department. It was formed In 
1775, 
and, says the Encyclopedia Brit- 


annica, "has a history of brilliant 
services rendered hy land and sea 
In all the wars of America since that 
<late. 
The corps is commanded by a 


brigadier general who bears to the sec- 
retary of the navy n relation similar to 
that of n chief of bureau. 


Nearly all fighting ships curry a body 


of marines varying iu size from n few 
men commanded by a sergeant on 
small ships to SO or more, with one or 
more commissioned officers, on large 
vessels. 
On board ship they perform 


sentry nnd orderly duty and assist'in 
police duties. In action they net as 
riflemen and sometimes serve a portion 
of the guns. When it is necessary to 
send a force to shore from naval ves-. 
sels, the marines are the men sent; 
and often they take part in severe 
fighting. 
They guard American inter- 


ests in foreign countries, .at'legations, 
etc. 
They also garrison such places? 


beyond the territory limits of the 
United States as are under navy con- 
trol. Their vogue' was recognized by 
Admiral Farrngut, who said of them: 
"The marine guard is one of the great 
essentials of the man-of-war."

Seward, Alaska.—The clerk of the 


United States district court at Valdez 
has received official notice from the 
Dnited States deputy marshal at Nuslia- 
guk that Einile Anderson, a resi- 
dent of the latter- settlement, has 
served his term in jail and has been 
discharged.

How Child Plague Is Spread. 


Dr. Hans Zinsser, professor of bac- 


teriology of Columbia college, after in- 
vestigating a half a dozen possible 
methods of carrying the contagion ol 
infantile paralysis, practically elim- 
inates all others and puts the re- 
sponsibility upon man himself. This 
may be direct or indirect. The indi- 
rect is the more deadly.

Nearly Every Class or Design of Ves- 


sel Has a Particular Way of 


Going Down. 


Nearly every class or. design of ves- 


sel sinks in a particular way, For In 
stance, the, old type of single-bottom 
steamers, with few or no bulkheads— 
that Is, in the modern sense of the 
term—almost' invariably founders on 
more or less of an even keel, which 
means that they sink level, and! not 
with thoir bow or stern up in tho air 
London Tit-Bits says. 


This is accounted for by the fact 


that at whatever point the water may 
enter, It practically finds It own level 
as there are no subdivisions to ob- 
struct it 


Now, 
In the case of a modern ves 


sol, which Is built with numerous sub 
divisions, it Invariably happens that 
she 'founders with her bow or stern high 
out of the water; or else she sinks 
with a heavy list, or cant, to one side 
or the other. The reason for this is 
that the bulkheads prevent the water 
which enters • the vessel from 
finding 


its level; consequently, when one par- 
ticular portion o£ the ship is full of 
water, while the remainder Is prac- 
tically watertight, that part-which is 
water laden sinks first, owing to Its 
greater weight 


It Is: for this, reason that such-terri- 


ble loss of life •'frequently occurs in 
modern shipwrecks. Owing to the un- 
even sinking, it is often found impos- 
sible to lower the majority of the life- 
boats, as they would fall to reach the 
water.

One Hundred Begin Work to Learn 


Duties of Army Quartermasters. 


Prof. Gil man at Head. 


Madison—An emergency war course 


in the "classification of army and navy 
stores," to train men for quartermas- 
ters' work in officers', training camps, 
has just been established by the course 
In commerce at the University of Wis- 
consin in response to a request made 
by the general munition board of na- 
tional counctl\of defense. ' It will be 
concluded early in June and will be 
repeated during the summer season. 


One hundred- commerce students 


have begun work In the course under 
Prof. Stephen W. Gilman, professor of 
business administration, and it is ex- 
pected that at least half the class will 
be called in June to take government 
positions handling stores in various of- 
fice training camps. An efficiency rat- 
ing of the men has been established to 
select the best. 


Besides fitting commerce students 


for civil service examinations for such 
work, the course aims to train them to 
become commissioned or noncommis- 
sioned officers in the quartermasters' 
department of the army. The course 
includes a study of the handling of big 
guns and ammunition, and miscelane- 
ous articles, such as oils, harness, 
blankets, and other equipment. Stu- 
dents in the engineers' corps will 
study the handling of sand, cement, 
and structural iron and other con- 
structional material. 


Study of the handling of men, scien- 


tific management of government ma- 
terials, present commercial conditions, 
and other related subjects will be in- 
•cluded to ^give the men an apprecia- 
tion of economy and a keen sense of 
the value of time. The last few days 
of the course will be devoted to prac- 
tical application of these principles to 
present government needs.

The^ 
war tax act now before congress would 
increase the. tax one-third over the 
sum now collected. 


It was announced that incomes de- 


rived from obligations of the United 
States or political sub-division thereof.1 
are exempt from federal income tax- 
and need not be reported. This means 
that Incomes received from Liberty; 
Loan bonds will not be taxed.

HOMH 1'JKESKRVATION OF EGGS 


During tho summer months when 


a good supply of eggs is produced the 
surplus eggs can bo preserved for 
uso next winter when the number oif 
oggs produced will naturally decrease. 
There are two methods which appear 
t,o bo -about tho most satisfactory, tho 
Water CM ass Method and the Lime- 
water Method. 
Water glass can bo purchased by 


(he quart from druggists or poultry 
supply men. It Is diluted1 in tho pro- 
portion of ono part of water glass, or 
sodium sllicato as It. is known to 
chemists, to nine parts of distilled, 
water. 
Half /111 the vessel with this 


solution and place the eggs In It, .be- 
ing careful not to crack them. There 
should bo .about two Inches of water 
glass above the eggs. Cover the crock 
and place It In the coolest pJ'aco 
available. 
Inspect the crock from 


timo to timo and replace any water 
that has evaporated with cool boiled 
water. 
When eggs are to be used, 


remove them as desired, rinse In 
clean, cold water and uso immed- 
iately. 
Llmowatcr is slightly less expen- 


sive than water glass. A solution is 
made by slacking four pounds of 
fresh lime, diluting with four gallons 
of water and adding two pounds of 
salt. Allow the mixture-to stand un- 
til the lime settles and the liquid Is 
clear. The eggs should be placed In 
a clean earthenware jar or other 
suitable vessel and covered to a depth 
of two Inches with tho liquid. Re- 
move the eggs as desired, rinse in 
clean, cold water, and use imrnod- 
intctly. 
Never use cracked eggs in 


preserving by either method.

A FORKSTRY RKGIMENT 


TO BE ORGANIZED 


A "forestry regiment," made up of 


foresters, practical woodsmen, log- 
gers, portable sawmill operators and 
others experienced in lumbering op- 
erations, for service in France, will, 
it is announced, be raised immedi- 
ately. The Forest Service, at the re- 
quest of the War Department, will 
prepare plans for the organization 
and equipment of the force and will 
aid in securing suitable men. 
The 


regiment will form a. unit of the En- 
gineer Corps now being recruited to 
be sent abroad as soon as it can be 
organized and equipped. 
The organization of this regiment 


is the result of a suggestion made by 
the 
British 
Commission. 
Similar 


forces have been raised in Canada 
and are rendering valuable services. 
The object of the American forestry 
regiment, it is said, will be to con- 
vert available timber into material 
suitable 
for 
bridges, 
railroads, 


trenches and other construction work 
with the least possible waste. At the 
same time the cutting will be done 
under the supervision of technical 
experts 
in co-operation 
with 
the 


French 'foresters. 
In this way the 


permanent damage to the forests in- 
cident to furnishing the imperatively 
needed timber, it is hoped, will be 
kept as small as possible.

FOR DRY FARMING 


Washington.—With the burden ot 


supplying the world's wartime crop 
facing this country, the committee on 
statistics and.standards of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States 
has called attention to the possibili- 
ties of dry farming. 
Such methods, 


it is declared, can be made to fit the 
requirements for raising many of our 
most important products. Dry farm- 
ing is said to be the only form of 
agriculture which can be successfully 
practiced in any region where water 
is not available for irrigation and 
where rainfall is not sufficient for 
humid farming. 
The inherent purpose of dry farm- 


ing, 
it is pointed out, is to conserve 
moisture in the soil until needed-for 
growing "plants. 
The dry farmer re- 


sorts to-methods of timely and proper 
cultivation, harrowing, disking and 
plowing, to increase the penetration 
of the-water, prevent evaporation and 
store moisture in the soil for the 
benetit of the plants. 
"Dry farming is not an easy job, 
_r is the lot of the farmer in the 
semi-arid regions any 
happier 
at 


times than that af the policeman in 
tne 'Pirates of 
Penzance,' " says 


Archer Wall Douglas o£ St. Louis, 
chairman of the national commerce 
committee. "It is a business requir- 
ing much industry, patience, fortitude 
and intelligent understanding of the 
surrounding conditions. Likewise in- 
the beginning it needs some reserve 
capital against 
emergencies. 
For 


there are years when, thru weeks, 
even months, of rainless heat, the sky 
is as brass and the earth as iron un- 
derneath, and rainfall only a distant 
memory. 
"Yet persevered In and intelligent- 


ly stuck to, it is apt to record a suc-_ 
cess and to furnish a great need for 
the utilisation of the vast area of 
semi-arid country. Once exploited as 
a panacea, then denounced as a fad, 
it has at last come into its own as an 
intelligent scientific form of agricul- 
ture absolutely essential to the de- 
velopment of a large section of our 
country." 
Of particular interest in meeting 


wartime conditions is the argument 
that dry farming mehtods are applic- 
able not only to farming in the semi- 
arid, but likewise humid regions in 
times oil drought. In Missouri in the 
drought of 1914 the use of dry farm- 
ing methods by only a part of the 
farmers largely increased the yield of 
;orn per acre, as compared with sini- 
lar conditions in 1901.

WILL PLANT BUCKWHEAT; 


HELP OUT AVHEAT CROP 


Why not plan to raise buckwheat 


on that acre where the corn may fail 
to grow, on the wet field you nave 
just finished draining, on that sandy 
comer of the farm, or on that land 
you just cleared. 
Buckwheat is the Wisconsin farm- 


ers' handy crop—it fills in after other 
crops fail and can be placed late in 
the season and still make a paying 
crop. 
Buckwheat is profitable, says a cir- 


cular "Why Not Buckwheat?" just 
issued by the college of agriculture 
under the direction of the State 
Council of Defense. 
It is easy to 


grow and will give good returns on 
soil so low in fertility that other 
crops will scarcely grow. 
It will re- 


spond readily to rich soil too. 
The demand for buckwheat will bo 


good, for Wisconsin does not grow 
enough to supply her own demands 
and is forced to depend on other 
states for her pancake supply. 
Silver Hull and Japanese are the

Washington, Mny 21.—Flatly reject- 


ing that section of the measure which 
would permit Colonel Hoosevclt to or- 
ganize volunteer divisions, 1'rcsldcnt 
Wilson signed the conscription bill. 


The president signed the army bill 


Just after dinner nt 8 p. m. on Friday, 
without formality, and set Juno 5 as 
the date of registration for nil men be- 
tween the ages of twenty-one and 
thirty-one for military service. 


President Issues Proclamation. 


President Wilson's proclamation, put- 


ting into effect the selective draft pro- 
vision of the war army bill, signed last 
sight, follows In part: 


"A proclamation by the president of 


ihe United States: 


"Whereas, Congress has enacted and 


the president has on the 18th day of 
May, one thousand nine hundred and 
seventeeen, approved a law which con- 
tains the following provisions: 


"Section 5. That nil male persons be- 


tween the ages of twenty-one and 
thirty, botij inclusive, shall bo subject 
to registration in accordance with reg- 
ulations to b« prescribed by the presi- 
dent; and upon proclamation by the 
president or other public notice given 
by him or by Ids direction, stating tho 
time and. place of such registration, it 
shall Ins the duty of all persons of the 
designated ages, except oinccrs and en- 
listed men of the regular army, the 
navy and the National Guard and naval 
militia white in the service of the 
United States, to present themselves 
for and submit to registration under 
the provisions of. this act, and every 
such person shall be deemed to have 
notice of the requirements of this act 
upon the publication of said proclama- 
tion or other notice ns aforesaid given 
by the president or by his direction; 
and any person who shall willfully fall 
or refuse to present himself for regis- 
tration or to submit thereto as herein 
provided, shall be guilty of u misde- 
meanor and shall, upon conviction In 
the district court of the United States 
having jurisdiction thereof, bo pun- 
ished by imprisonment for not more 
than one year, and shall thereupon bo 
duly registered; provided, that in tho 
call of the docket precedence shall be 
given, in courts trying the Mime, to tho 
trial of criminal proceedings under 
this act: Provided further, that per- 
sons shall be subject to registration as 
herein provided who shiill have at- 
tained their twerity-ilrst birthday and 
who shall not have attained their thiry- 
first birthday on or before tho day set 
for registration, and all persons so reg- 
istered shall be and remain subject to 
draft Into the forces hereby authorized, 
anless exempted or excused therefrom 
as In this act provided. 


Registration on June 5. 


"Now, therefore, I Woodrow Wilson, 


president of the United States, do call 
upon the governor of each of the sev- 
eral states and territories, tho board 
of commissioners of the District of 
Columbia and all officers and agents 
-of the several states and territories, 
of the District of Columbia and of 
the counties and municipalities there- 
in to nerform certain duties in tho 
execution of tho foregoing law, which 
duties will be communicated to them 
directly in regulations of even datu 
herewith. 


"And I do further proclaim and give 


notice to all persons subject to regis- 
tration In the several states and In 
the District of Columbia In accord- 
ance with the above law that the time 
and place of such registration shall be 
hetween 7 a. m. and 0 p. m. on the 
5th day of June, 1017, at the regis- 
tration place In the precinct wherein 
they have their permanent homos. 
Those who shall have attained their 
twenty-first birthday and who shall 
not have attained their thirty-first 
Birthday on or before tho day here 
named are required to register, ex- 
•ceptlng only o'fflcers iind enlisted men 
of the regular army, tho navy, the 
marine corps and the National Guard 
and naval militia while in the service 
of the United States, and officers In 
the officers' reserve corps and enlisted 
men in the enlisted reserve corps 
while In active service. In the terri- 
tories o£ Alaska, Hawaii MU! I'orto 
Rico a day for registration will be 
yarned in a later proclamation. 


All Must Co-Operate. 


"The power against which wo arc 


arrayed has sought to Impose Its will 
upon the world by force. To this end 
It nas increased armiunent until It 
has changed the face of wiir. In thu 
sense In vhtch we have been wont to 
think of tirmles there are no armies 
In this struggle. There arc entire na- 
tions armed. Thus, the men who re- 
main to till the soil and man the fac- 
tories are no less a part of the army 


that is In France tJiun the men beneath 
tho battle flags. It must bo so with 
us. It Is not an army that we'must 
shape and train for war; It Is a na- 
tion. 
To this end our people must 


draw close In one compact front 
against a common foe. But this can- 
not be If each man pursues a private 
purpose. 
All must pursue one pur- 


Pose. 


"The nation needs all men, but u 


needs each man, not In tlio field that ( 
will most pleasure him, but in the en- 
deavor that will best servo tho com- 
mon good. 


"It is in no sense a conscription oc 


the unwilling—It to rather selection 
from a nation which has volunteered 
in mass. 


"The day hero named Is the time 


upon which all shall present them- 
selves for assignment to their tasks. 


"It Is essential that tho day bo np- 


pronched in thoughtful apprehension 
of Its significance and that wo accord 
to it the honor and the meaning that 
it deserves. Our 'industrial need pre- 
scribes that 11 be not mudo a techni- 
cal holiday, but tho stern sacrifice 
tlmt Is before us urges tlmt It be 
carried In all our hearts as a groat 
day of patriotic devotion and obliga- 
tion when the duty shall lie upon ev- 
ery man, whether ho 1« himself to be 
registered or not, to BOO to It that 
tho uamo of every mule person of the 
designated agos is written on those 
iists of honor.

President Wilson directed that, an 


expeditionary force of approximately 
a division of regular troops, imdor 
command of Muj.

28,000 men. It Is understood that at 
least 20,000 will be Infantry.

A high wind whipped the flames un- 


til they were beyond control because u 
part of the fire department was at an- 
other fire \yhich destroyed many fine 
residences In the West end. Several 
miles away, while yet another detach- 
ment of firemen was busy at a third 
conflagration which burned 15 small 
negro houses in the Woodward avenue 
district. 


Aid was summoned from Macon, Au- 


gusta, Chattanooga, Newman and Grlf- 
fln and 1,000 men were rushed here 
from tho United States army officers' 
training camp at Fort McPhcrson. 


The dramatic struggle 
with the 


flumes reached a climax at nightfall 
when tho lire lighters made a stand 
at Boulevard place and began dyna- 
miting a wide area to protect the 
Ponce do Leon section. 


Tho thousands of homeless were 


cared for at night by a citizens' com- 
mittee and by the Atlanta Red Cross 
chapter.

"I shall not avail myself, at any 


rate, at tho present stage of the war, 
of the authorization conferred by tho 
act to organise volunteer divisions. 


"To do so would seriously Interfere 


with tho carrying out of the chief and 
most Immediately Important purpose 
contemplated by this legislation : 


"The prompt creation and early uso 


of an effective army would contribute 
practically nothing to the 
effective- 


strength' of the armies now engaged 
against Germany. 


"I understand that the section of 


'this act which authorizes the creation 
of volunteer divisions In addition to 
the draft was added with a view to 
providing an Independent command for 
Mr. lloosovelt and giving the military 
authorities an opportunity to uso his 
flue vigor ami enthusiasm recruiting 
the forces now at the western front. 


"It would bo very agreeable to me to 


pay Mr. lloosevelt this compliment and 
the allies the compliment of sending 
to tholr aid one of our most distin- 
guished public men, an ex-president, 
who hua rendered many conspicuous 
public services and proved bin gallaut- 
try In many striking ways. 


"Politically, too, it would no doubt 


have a very fine effect and make a 
profound Impression. But this Is not 
the time or tho occasion for compli- 
ments or for any action not calculated 
to contribute to tho Immediate success 
of the war.

"Those powers are very great in-

"The object*, sought to he served by 


the ipRlslatlnn asked for ore: Full In- 
quiry Into tho existing available stocks 
of foodstuffs and Into the costs and 
prut-flees of the various fond-producing 
and distributing trades; the prevention 
of nu unwarranted hoarding of every 
kind and of the control of the food- 
stuffs by persons who arc not In any 
legitimate sense producers, dealers or 
traders; tho requisitioning when nec- 
essary for the public uso of food sup- 
plies and of tho equipment necessary 
for handling them properly; the licens- 
ing of wholesome and legitimate mix- 
tures and milling percentages, and the 
prohibition of 
the 
unnecessary 
or 


wasteful use of foods. 


"Authority Is also asked to estab- 


lish prices—but not In order to limit 
the profits of the farmers, but only 
to guarantee to thorn when necessary 
a minimum price which will insure 
them u profit where they nr'o asked to 
attend new crops, and to secure tho 
consumer against extortion by break- 
ing up corners and attempts at specu- 
lation when they occur by fixing tem- 
porarily a reasonable price at which 
middlemen must sell.

HOW DIFFERENT SHIPS SINK 


Nearly Every Class or Design of Ves- 


sel Has a Particular Way of 


Going Down. 


Nearly every class or design of ves- 


sel sinks In u particular way, For In- 
stance, the old type of single-bottom 
steamers, with few or no bulkheads— 
that Is, In the modern dense of the 
term—utmost' invariably founders on 
more or less of an even keel, which 
means that they sink level, nnd not 
with their bow or stern up In the air, 
London Tit-Bits suys. 


This Is accounted for by the fuct 


that at whatever point the water may 
enter, It practically finds It own level, 
us there are no subdivisions to ob- 
struct It. 


Now, 
in the case of a modern ves- 


sel, which Is built with numerous sub- 
divisions, It Invariably happens 'that 
sho founders with her bow or stern hlgli 
out of tho water; or else she sinks 
with n heavy list, or cunt, to one side 
or tho other. The renson for this is 
that tho bulkheads prevent the water 
which enters the vessel from (hiding 
Its level; consequently, when one par- 
ticular portion of the .ship is full o£ 
water, while the remainder IH prac- 
tically watertight, thnt part which is 
water Inclen sinks first, owing to Its 
greater weight. 


It is for this reason that such terri- 


ble loss of life frequently occurs In 
modern shipwrecks, Owing to the un- 
even sinking, it Is often found Impos- 
sible to lower the majority of the Ili'e- 
bouts, as they would full to rcncli the 
water.

Final Passage of Buckley Resolution 


Marked by Remarkable Scene. 


Evjue Makes Hard Fight to 


Sava His Liquor Bill. 


Madison, WIs., May 22.—Gov. Phlllpp 


has vetoed tho Evjue referendum bill 
His message was received in the house 
today, at 10:5tf a. m., five minutes be 
fore the bill would have become a law 
without his approval. 


Judging from the special message 


which Gov. Phlllpp sent to the leglsla 
ture on this subject last Thursday, tho, 
veto is based on the grounds that the 
bill was too sweeping In that it did not 
permit saloons to operate for the sale 
outside of the state should the state 
vote dry, and for tho further reason 
that the bill would not permit farmers 
to manufacture wines and ciders for 
their own table uses. 


Recall Vote Precedes Veto. 


For twelve hours both houses of the 


legislature wore tied up under a call 
Members were summoned from all 
parts of the state and ten minutes be- 
fore the veto was filed tho assembly 
had gone on record by a vote o£ 56 to 
30 In favor of recalling the bill. 


Tho Evjue bill has been in the house 


for five months. 
That this question 


may become a political one In tho next 
campaign is Indicated by the record 
votes demnuded by Evjue and his sup 
porters, and by tho further fact that 
a conference of. all people Interested 
in this cause has been called at Madi- 
son Thursday to discuss ways and 
means of carrying the fight Into legis 
latlve districts with tho hope that the 
bill may pass at tho next session. 


Resolution Up to Senate. 


The senate, which was under a call 


of tho house awaiting Its position on 
the recall resolution, went into session 
at 10:55 to receive tho assembly mes- 
sage. When the message was handed 
to Chief Clerk Munson, Senator Frank 
Hanson moved that it be taken up at 
once. Lieut-Gov. Dithmnr hold that it 
was out of the regular order of busi- 
ness and required a suspension of the 
rules. Before the senate could get Into 
tho merits of the case, members 
learned that the governor had filed his 
veto.

Collector Hemmy Saya $3,325,000 Will 


Be Turned Into U. S. Treasury

HOW DIFFERENT SHIPS SINK 


Nearly F-ery Class or Design of Ves- 


sel Has a Particular Way of 


Going Down. 


Nearly every class or design of ves- 


sel sinks in a particular way. For in- 
stance, the old type of single-bottom 
steamers, with few or no bulkheads— 
that is. In fhe modern sense of the 
term—almost' invariably founders on 
more or less of an even keel, which 
means that they sink level, and, not 
with their bow or stern up In the air, 
London Tit-Bits says. 
This is accounted for by the fact 


that at whatever point the water may 
enter, It practically finds it own level, 
as there are no subdivisions to ob- 
struct It. 


Now, 
in the case of a modern ves- 


sel, which is built with numerous ^sub- 
divisions, it invariably happens that 
she founders with her bow or stern high 
out of the water; or else she sinks 
with a heavy list, or cant, to one side 
or the other. The reason for this Is 
that the bulkheads prevent the water 
which enters the vessel from finding 
Its level; consequently, when one par- 
ticular portion of the ship is full of 
water, while the remainder is prac- 
tically watertight, that part-which is 
water laden sinks first, owing to its 
greater weight. 
It Is for this reason that such terri- 


ble loss of life frequently occurs In 
modern shipwrecks. Owing to the un- 
even sinking, it is often found impos- 
sible to lower the majority of the life- 
boats, as they would fail to reach the 
water. 


Seaplanes Fold Their Wings. 


Owing to the large number of sea- 


planes employed by the entente naval 
forces in the present war. especially in 
the waters of the near East, the Brit- 
ish and French 
aircraft 
designers 


have developed n special type, of hy- 
droplane provided with folding wings, 
notes the Scientific American. This 
feature results in 'a great saving of 
space on board a warship or special 
mother ship when n large number of 
seaplanes are carried. The wings sare 
hinge'd to the fuselage so that they can 
be swung back when the craft is to be 
stored away, yet the seaplane can be 
made ready and equipped for sustained 
service in -the-space of a few minutes 
by the aviator and his corps of as- 
sistants. 


Analyzing Waters. 


Mineral waters are easily analyzed 


by means of the spectroscope, us 
shown by M. Jacques Bardet, ami this 
is likely to prove one of the best meth- 
ods for this work. He sends u beam 
of light through-the, water to be an- 
alyzed and theuce through the spec- 
troscope prism, in order to permit of 
examining the spectrum, this method 
revealing very minute traces ot met- 
als. ' H-e finds the most varied metals 
in different samples of imlneral water,, 
and even the rarest metals, such as 
germanium and gallium, which are 
very rarely found in nature.

Final Passage of Buckley Resolution 


Marked by Remarkable Scene. 


Evjue Make* Hard Fight to 


Savt His Liquor Bill. 


Madison, WIs., May 22.—Gov. Phllipp 


has vetoed the Evjue referendum bill 
His message was received In the house 
today, at 10:55" a. m., five minutes be- 
fore the bill would have become a law 
without his approval. 


Judging from the special message 


which Gov. Phillpp sent to the legisla- 
ture on this subject last Thursday, the, 
veto is based on the grounds that the 
bill was too sweeping In that it did not 
permit saloons to operate for the sale 
outside of the state should the state 
vote dry, and for the further reason 
that the bill would not permit farmers 
to manufacture wines and ciders for 
their own table uses. 


Recall Vote Precedes Veto. 


For twelve hours both houses of the 


legislature were tied up under a call. 
Members were summoned from all 
parts of the state and ten minutes be- 
fore the veto was filed the assembly 
had gone on record by a vote of 56 to 
30 in favor of recalling the bill. 


The Evjue bill has been in the house 


for five months. That this question 
may become a political one in the next 
campaign is indicated by the record 
votes demanded by Evjue and his sup- 
porters, and by the further fact that 
a. conference of all people interested 
In this cause has been called at Madi- 
son Thursday to discuss ways and 
means of carrying the fight into legis- 
lative districts with the hope that the 
bill may pass at the neit session. 


Resolution Up to Senate. 


The senate, which was under a call 


of the house awaiting its position on 
the recall resolution, went into session 
at 10:55 to receive the assembly mes- 
sage. When the message was handed 
to Chief Clerk Munson, Senator Frank 
Hanson moved that It be taken up at 
once. Lieut.-Gov. Dithmar held that it 
was out of the regular order of busi- 
ness and required a suspension of the 
rules. Before the senate could get into 
the merits of the case, members 
learned that the governor had filed his 
veto. 


Vote on Reconsideration.

the vote by which the Buckley reso- 
lution was killed on last Friday, car- 
ried 44 to 35.

WAR INSTRUCTIONS STARTED BY 


U. COMMERCE SCHOOL, 


One Hundred Begin Work to Learn 


Duties of Army Quartermasters. 


Prof. Oilman at Head. 


Madison—An emergency war course 


in the "classification of army and navy 
stores," to train men for quartermas- 
ters' work in officers', training camps, 
has just been established by the course 
in commerce at the University of Wis- 
consin in response to a request made 
by the general munition board of na- 
tional council of defense. It will bo 
concluded early in June and will be 
repeated during the summer season. 


One hundred- commerce students 


hare begun work in the course under 
Prof. Stephen W. Oilman, professor of 
business administration, and It is ex- 
pected that at least half the class will 
be called In June to take government 
positions handling stores in various of- 
fice training camps. An efficiency rat- 
ing of the men has been established to 
select the best. 


Besides fitting commerce students 


for civil service examinations for such 
work, the course aims to train them to 
become commissioned or noncommis- 
sioned officers in the quartermasters' 
department of the army. The course 
includes a study of the handling of big 
guns and ammunition, and miscelane- 
ous articles, such as oils, harness, 
blankets, and other equipment. Stu- 
dents in the engineers' corps will 
study the handling of sand, cement, 
and structural Iron and other con- 
structional material. 


Study of the handling of men, scien- 


tific management of government ma- 
terials, present commercial conditions, 
and other related subjects will be In- 
cluded to give the men an apprecia- 
tion of economy and a keen sense of 
the value of time. The last few days 
of the course will be devoted to prac- 
tical application of these principles to 
present government needs.
